At Wartime High 


OTTAWA-—The Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics reports the index ot 
Canadian farm product prices moved 
to a new wartime peak of 104.2 in 
November, a gain of .6 over October. 

This gain meant that the farm in- 
dex rose above the wholesale general 
series for the first time since 1937, 

Field products were .55 point above 
October at 91.3 due to firmer quota- 
tions for certain potatoes, on- 
ions and hay, While an increase of .7 
to 125.7 was for animal pro 
ducts, reflecting further strength in 
livestock and eggs. 

In the composite wholesale index, 
higher prices in the vegetable, ani- 
mal and wood products group were 
responsible for an increase of 5 
point to. 102.4 beetween October and 
November,

With the prémises cleaned and 
ready, plan to house only vigorous, 
healthy pullets. Weakling stock is a 
profitiess proposition, 

Keeping the premises. clean and 
sanitary at all times will tend to pre. 
vent outbreaks of parasités and _dis- 
ease—both of which are handicaps to 
economic production. 

For the best production, birds 
should receive adequate feed and the 
ration should be well balanced, High 
protein concentrates are somewhat 
difficult to procure and balancing a 
ration may now be a bit of a problem 

The following has been recommend 
ed as an “all-farm” ration that has 
given satisfaction:— ; 

Oats,»wheat, barley in equal parts, 
Grind part of this ‘and hopper-feed as 
a mash keeping it before the birds at 
all times. Use the same materials as 
a scratch grain, feeding this more
